We continue to work closely with the Swedish Government to 
investigate reports alleging that Hr* Wallenberg might still be 
alive* thus far, we have been unable to substantiate this 
information* Nevertheless, we will maintain a cooperative 
effort with the Swedish Government and other interested parties 
to seek information that will clarify the fate of this brave 
-^man. 

On January 17, 1985, President Reagan issued a statement 
to mark the fortieth anniversary of Raoul Wallenberg's disap- 
■ pear ance and to coafttemorate "his heroic deeds in saving thous- 
ands of Hungarian Jews*" In his statement* the President said*
